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FEDERAL FUNDS FOR WILMINGTON 


Wilmington is to be one of 
18 Massachusetts communities 
@qice will receive assistance 
fom the Federal government, 
to be used in municipal plan- 
ning. The news was first made 
kK rmwn last Sunday. No definite 
sum has been named but it is 
believed that $2100 will be 
allocated, money that must be 
‘matched’ by the town before 

it can be used. 

The grant is a part of the 
Federal Housing Act of 1954, 
desijned to help smaller towns 
in their municipal planning. 
Only those places which have 
shown an active interest in 
such work are eligible, and it 
may be said that this grant is 
a divident, from the money the 
town has spent on new zoning 
laws, mapping and reappraisal. 
Town Manager Joseph Courtney 
applied for the assistance 
last year. At that time the 
aid to be given was calculated 
at 7: ents per person, in pop- 
ulation, but Courtney applied 
for a much larger sum. His ef- 
forts in that respect appear 
to have been at least partly 
successful, 

The money, when received, 
will be in the hands of the 
Department of Commerce, and 
after the town has appropria- 
ted a similar sum it will be- 
come available to the Planning 
Board of Wilmington. It is ex- 
pected to be used-in planning 
such things as Off-Street 
parking, playgrounds, etc., 
and is called ‘urban renewal’, 
Full information has not yet 
been received, but is expected 
to be known by next week.

PARKING 


All of a sudden people seem to have discoverec 


that there are parking problems in Wilmington, 
around the Square, at Silver Lake, and in Nortt 
Wilmington. 

It is a condition that has existed for some 
time, and was forseen as long ago as 1915. In 
that year the late A. Chandler Manning, (who 
built the home where Selectman E. Hayward Bliss 
now lives) proposed a plan whereby there would 
be a street from the present site of the Fred 
Cain garage, to about where Olson Road now is, 
on Church Street, and then through to yiddlesex 
Avenue. It was a good plan, but like all vis- 
ionary plans fell by the wayside. It is still 
a good plan. 

Like Topsy, the situation just grew. Back 
when the Bostm & Lowell Railroad was built, in 
1835, the plans called for bridges, instead of 
grade crossings. The railroad was very forwaré 
looking. It just so happened, however, that 
where one of these bridges was built the town 
located its commercial center, and that bridge 
is part of the problem that plagues us today. 

Then there is the railroad station itself. It 
happens to be 15.1 miles from Boston, which 
would be only an interesting statistic, except 
for the fact that every time Congress talks ab- 
out taxes on railroad tickets it starts at an 
assumption that there should be no taxes on 
tickets for a run of less than 15 miles. 

This has meant a perpetual, though shadowy 
threat that sometime or other the Wilmington 
railroad depot will be moved, perhaps down to 
about the site of the A. B. Sweezey plant. 
Storeowners, and others, who are located near 
the railroad depot are loathe to invest a lot 
of money into buildings, as long as such a 
threat hangs over their heads. 

Now the parking problem is building up. We 
are told by some people that it is because peo- 
ple from Tewksbury, Billericac, and Chelmsford, 
and sanetimes from points as far away as Maine, 
park their cars in Wilmington Square, and take 
the Boston trains. 

Other people will tell you that it is the Bos- 
ton © yaine employees who make the crowded con- 
ditions. They park their cars in Wilmington, 
for the day, just like our friends from the 
neighboring towns. 

There tis, at the present time, a third groups 
a temporary one. The people who are working on 
new construction in Wilmington square come up 
here by ear, and park their cars all day long. 
This is, for the present at least, a temporary

urchasing Power Lessened 

The situation is serious. Professor William 
Goodran, who helped prepare the Zoning Laws for 
Wilmington cited, as a part of his studies, the 
fact that while Woburn and Reading have an ave- 
rage of $800. or more spent locally, in their 
stores, the Wilmington stores were at about a 
$400. average, based on population statistics. 
That is not a comfortable thought. 

Woburn's Example 

Woburn, by reasons of geography, has a similar 
problem. The center of that city is located 
among a number of voleanic hills, which are in 
the backyards of nearly all the stores. Off- 
street parking is very difficult to find. 

A few years ago one of the large grocery 
stores built a branch in South Woburn, with 
plenty of parking area. It has heen estimated 
that this store has drawn 30% of the trade from 
Woburn center. It is reputed to be the second 
best store, in volume of business in that part- 
icular chain. 

Now two other supermarkets are talking about 
locating in the outskirts. If they do, as i 
seem probable, Woburn center will lose more of 
its business. 

Alarmed, the Chamber of Commerce has finally 
got a bill through the legislature, which 
should be signed by the Governor this week, 
which will allow the city to construct off- 
street parking facilities. The bill was spon- 
sored by John J. Black, ex-president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and Repr. Frank Tanner. 

The bill allows the city to buy land, etc., 
using the proceeds from 15 year bonds to do so, 
and construct parking facilities, with meters 
to defray the costs. 

It is worthy to note that the entire center of 
the city is already metered, a necessary re- 
quirement we believe, before such a bill would 
be voted by the legislature. 

What Can Be Done? 

Working on the problem here are several groups 
The Selectmen have diseussed the issue for the 
past several weeks, so that there have been 
some ‘headlines. The Planning Board is again 
talking with Professor Goodman. The merchants 
themselves are interested. 

The problem, of course, is more than just at 
the square. There is a similtir problem at Sil- 


‘ver Lake, and one in North Wilmington. 


In all three places we believe it will be pos- 
sible to acquire sites for off-street parking. 
This brings up the problem of how to pay for 
those sites. 

As we mentioned before, we first have to have 
meters on the streets, before we can have met— 
ers in the off-street parking sties. At wil- 
mington square and at Silver Lake this might 
prove a bit difficult, by reason of the State 
Highway. There are other reasons, just as co- 
gent, to be considered in North Wilmington. 

We imagine the people will 'e hearing more of 
this.

ALERT AND ON THE JOB 


A few months ago we published an item in this 
column, calling attention to the services of 
the Middlesex County Conservation Service in 
Concord, a part of the US Soil Conservation 

Service. We had a feeling that there were peo- 
ple in this town who might be able to use some 
of the facilities offered. 

We guessed right. 

Foster B. Balsar, he who has worked so long 
and so hard for the Boy Seouts of Wilmington 
was one of the persons who read that article, 
and Mr. Balsar acted promptly. He called Con- 
cord and they too, acted just as promptly. 

We have just had the pleasure of inspecting a 
map, prepared by the US Soil Conservation Ser- 
yice, which has been prepared for Camp Forty 
eres, in North Wilmington. Camp Forty Acres, 
as everyone knows, is a tract of land set aside 
for the exclusive use of the children of Wil- 
mington. 

The soil conservation service has prepared 
plans for a proper dam, across the small stream| 
in that land, a dam that will have a 21 inch 
corrugated pipe for a regular spillway, and a 
16 foot emergency spillway. The dam will be 
properly constructed, thanks to this free help- 
that is, after somebody rolls up their sleves 
and goes to work. 

Another feature of the soil conservation ser- 
vice, to which we drew Mr. Balsarts attention, 
was trees for reforestation. That too, was 
conductive of results, and the Boy Seouts will 
be busy planting pine trees there all summer, 
pine trees which will be furnished by the gov- 
erment. It will be a fine thing, of that we 

are sure. 

We are happy that we had a little to do with 
this, and that Camp Forty Acres will benefit as 
a result. 

While we are at it, let us draw attention to 
the J. W. Greer Company, on Main Street. Their 
engineering department has very kindly prepared 
plans and specifications for the dining room 
planned for Camp Forty Acres, a covered screen- 
ed in building. It was a very nice service on 
their part. 

The materials have already been donated. Per- 
haps this spring, we will be able to get some 
volunteer labor to finish the job. Some work, 
it must be noted, has been done, work such as 
preparing for the foundations, done by Anthony 
Signore, and purchase of materials, with money 
donated by the Wilmington Community Pund.

get their feelings, and that 
the specifications had been 
deliberately changed, so as to 
afford a local dealer(Cain) a 
chance to bid.
